o'clock, Thursday night, after heroic work on the part 
of Fireman Melick and Patrolman George McClure. 


For an hour these physical giants labored with axe 


and sledge against the grill work on the side of the car 
before it would release its burden of mortality.

to the tariff laws." His recommen- 
dations were warmly cheered. 


All talk of annexation he char-

United States has all it can attend I 
to with the territory it is now gov- j 
erning. He praised the house of rep- • 
resentatives for its passage of the j 
agreement: declared that it would] 
not injure the farmer or any special i 
class: answered in detail the objec- 
tions that have been raised to reci-J 
procity and begged for at least a 
"kind of test" to dispel the ghosts 
"exhibited to frighten the agricul- 
tural class." 
"I have said that this was a criti- 


cal time in the solution of the ques- 
tion of reciprocity." concluded the 
president. 
"it is critical because 


unless it is now decided favorably { 
to reciprocity it is exceedingly prob- 
able that no such opportunity will 
ever again come to the United States. 
The forces which are at work in Eng- 
land and in Canada will derive a» 
impetus from the rejection of this 
treaty, and if we would have reci- 
procity at all the advantages that I 
have described and that I earnestly 
and sincerely believe will follow its 
adoption we must take it now or give 
it up forever."

Los Angeles, April 28.—With all the 


alleged details furnished by Ortie Mc- 
Manigal in his confession of yesterday 
District Attorney Frederick today be- 
gan preparing the state's case against 
the McXamaras on charges of dyna- 
miting the Times building. 


Two stenographers today made five 


copies of the confession. MeManigal's 
statement to Attorney Hilton yester- 
day that he had not made and did not 
intend to make any confession evident- 
ly disturbed Fredericks today. He had 
McManigal rushed to his office and a 
stenographer took down 
the 
entire 


story. McManigal explained his knowl- 
edge of the Times disaster by saying 
that although he had no hand in it 
James McXamara had told him all the 
details. 


He said that McXamara had used a 


clock work arrangement which per- 
mitted him to be miles away on a 
train when the explosion occurred. Ha 
says John McXamara was the brains 
and the paymaster of th»- various dy- 
namite plots. 


McManigal says he received $200 be- 


fore each job and more 
afterwards, 


some of the jobs having brought him 
$1.000. He remained cool while mafe- 
ing^his statement and later requested 
the prison officials not to allow any 
labor men to see him.

ments at that time, purporting to fix 
the guilt of the Times explosion and 
other dynamiting outrages. 


But Hilton declared that the state 


might be in the position of having 
an alleged confession that was de- 
nied beforehand by its author. Mc- 
Manigal will have no attorney.

least, he told Hilton so. when the 
latter called upon him and later Dis- 
trict Attorney Fredericks said so.
